Burning Permits Required 


The spring forest fire season will soon be here in Craw- 
ford County despite reports spring and summer will be skip- 
ped this year. Department of Natural Resources officials 
remind residents burning permits will be required when the 
ground is no longer snow-covered. 

A permit to burn is required when brush, grass, leaves, 
and debris are burned except when a metal barre} with cover 
is used. The barrel or cover should not have holes in it larger 
than three quarters of one inch. Wire baskets fail to qualify. 

Permits are issued through the local DNR field office but 
may be cancelled if weather conditions present a high fire 
danger. 

It is iNlegal to burn old tires, plastics, and other polluting 
or hazardous materials. :

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Grayling To Provide Fire Protection for Weyerhaeuser

The Grayling City and 
Township Fire Department 
will provide fire protection 
for Weyerhaeuser through a 
special agreement made this 
week with Beaver Creek 
Township. 

The Grayling City Council 
signed the agreement at 
their regular meeting Mon- 
day night and the Grayling 
Township Board called a 
special meeting Tuesday af- 
ternoon to okay the pact. 

Weyerhaeuser had been 
without fire protection since 
last week when Beaver 


Creek signed a fire protec- 
tion pact with Lyon Town- 
ship to cover most of‘ the 
township except the site of 
the new $60 million Weyer- 
haeuser plant. 

Beaver Creek will pay $650 
a month for standby protec- 
tion by Grayling. The pact 
will run from April 1 to June 
30. Grayling fire officials did 
not want to enter into a long- 
term protection pact until 
more information is known 
about the services Weyer- 
haeuser will need. 

The pact includes ambul- 
ance and rescue services.

Although Weyerhaeuser 
has a good internal fire 
protection program, Tony 
Moore, plant manager, 
said they want the coverage 
of a manned fire depart- 
ment. First, their insurance 
requires a 24-hour manned 
response. Right now, Weyer- 
haeuser isn’t operating 24 
hours. Second, Moore said 
its not likely Weyerhaeuser 
will ever have professional 
fire fighters. 


He said the plant would be 
able to handie any small fire 
easily but would like respon- 
se of a trained fire depar- 
tment just in case a massive 
fire might start. For large 
fires, they also want the 
quick mutual aid response 
from other fire departments. 


Beaver Creek officials 
estimate fire protection 
costs for one year from the 
three departments may total 
$36,000. 


Beaver Creek Supervisor 
Cletis Spears says the town- 
ship is going to run out of 
money for fire protection by 
July 1. The question of fire 
protection will probably to 
put before township vaters in 
May. 

Two possible ballot 
proposals may be a 1.5 mill 
proposal to pay for 18 mon- 
ths of standby protection 
from Lyon and Roscommon 
Village and a 3 mill proposal 
to start a fire department,

Grayling Township Clerk 
Beth Wieland said putting 
the question on the general 
ballot in November was the 
cheapest way for the town- 
ship to put it on a ballot.

A petition of approx- 
imately 140 signatures asked 
for the request but the town- 
ship’s legal counsel said the 
petition was not timely filed.

It is a common plant over 
much of the United States 
and has the exotic Latin 
name of Pteridium 
aquilinum latiusculum. In 
this area it is the most com- 
mon of the ferns, growing it 
seems everywhere from 
shady to sunny spots, and 
usually is an indication of 
poor soils. It is one of the 
earliest to appear in the 
spring and continues to 
produce new leaves all 
season. It will cover large 
areas and grows weil over 
knee-high, but the first frost 
kills it, leaving erect crisp 
brown remains until flatten- 
ed by the fall rains or first 
snow. Its roots are half an 
inch more or less thick, 
deep growing and = far 
creeping, fifteen feet or 
more long, and at times ten 
feet deep. The stem is tough 
and stringy, and woe unto 
anyone who tries to pull it 
up. The deep roots hold it 
down and the broken-stringy 
stem cuts to the bone. 
Nowhere have I been able to 
find where it is a food source 
for animals, but its young 
fronds (fiddieheads) gather- 
ed int he spring are edible. A 
caution here: collect only 
while still fiddleheads and 
therefore young, because 


-when the fern is full grown, it 


becomes poisonous to cattle 
as well as humans, Simmer 
the fiddleheads in a little 
salted water until tender. Af- 
ter draining, they may be 
seasoned to taste and eaten 
hot with plenty of butter or 
margarine. 

The fern I am referring to 
is the bracken or brake 
which is among the very first 
of the new growth to appear 
after the snow melts.

Behind-the‘scenes discussions on 
a package of bills that would allow 
increased ceilings on consumer loan 
interest rates are continuing in the 
Legislature. 

Rep. James Defebaugh (R- 
Birmingham), sponsor of the bills, 
said whatever the discussions 

produce, there will almost certainly 
be a ‘floating’ maximum rate on 
interest ceilings. 

Legislation pending before the 
House of Representatives raising 
the various interest rate ceilings to 
6-8 percent above the floating rate 
on: 26-week treasury notes appears 
stalled until after the negotiations 
are completed. 

Defebaugh, however, said he 
would not support a package that 
puts a float below the level set by 
the current package - 6 percent 
‘above the treasury bill coupon yield 
rate. 

Opposition is coming from Demo- 
cratic members, through the United 
Auto Workers lobby, who contend 
the 6 percent float is too high for 
consumers, 

The discussions are between of- 
ficials of Governor William G. Mill- 
iken’s office, the office of the House 
Speaker Bobby Crim (D-Davison), 
labor groups and lending organiza- 
tions. 

Discussions began when it became 
apparent the bills would not pass 
the House after they were reported 
by: the Corporations and Finance 
Committee. 

Defebaugh said further 
negotiations are preferable to put- 
ting the bills up for an almost cer- 
tain defeat. 

Under the bills, the ceiling of loans 
such as auto loans could ‘“‘float’’ no 
higher than 25 percent, the criminal 
usury level, while a secondary 
ceiling of 15 percent would also be in 
nlaca. 

Defebaugh said eliminating the 
secondary ceiling could be

negotiable if the criminal usury level 
were also eliminated. 

Under the package, the maximum 
rates on second mortgages would go 
from 15 to 21 percent and bank 
credit cards would be increased from 
18 to 21 percent. 

WHile admitting that continuous 
delays on passing a package will 
make it more difficult to pass with 
elections upcoming; Defebaugh said 
the issue would not go away. 

A number of statutory sunset 
dates are coming up soon. The 11 
percent on land contracts will revert 
to 7 percent on July 1 and the 16.5 
percent maximum on auto loans will 
drop back to 12.83 percent in 
December. 

‘ Those sunsets will keep the issue 
before the Legislature, he said, as 
will the threat of businesses leaving 
the state because they are unwilling 
to operate under the current interest 
limits. 

Child Abuse Trust Fund Proposed 

A child abuse trust fund paid for 
by an income tax refund check-off 
and maintained by the Department 
of Treasury, has been proposed by 
Rep. Debbie Stabenow (D-Lansing). 

Under the system, half the funds 
raised by the check-off system 
would be for child abuse prevention 
programs at the local level if mat- 
ched by local funds. 

‘The other half will be invested by 
the department and once $20 is 
raised, the income tax check-off 
would be eliminated and programs 
funded by interest earnings. 

The trust fund would be adminis- 
tered by the state child abuse and 
neglect prevention board which 
would be comprised of 14 members 
representing various professions 
and the heads of the Departments of 
Education, Social Services, Public 
Health, Mental Health and State 
4 VETS, 

Such funds already exist in Kan- 
sas and Washington.
